If  you’re  planning  to  attend  the  meeting  in  St.  Charles  in  October,  please 
drop  me  a  line.  The  meeting  will  take  place  on  Saturday  morning,  Oct. 
22,  though  details  still  have  not  been  confirmed.  I  did  a  little  research  on 
my  own  and  came  up  with  some  hotel/motel  options  for  those  of  you 
who  will  be  coming  to  St.  Charles. 

St.  Charles  has  a  population  of  just  over  60.000.  It  was  founded  by 
French  Canadians  in  1769  and  the  town  was  briefly  (1821-1826)  the  first 
capital  of  the  state,  after  Missouri  was  admitted  to  the  Union  in  1821.  St. 
Charles  was  an  early  center  for  education,  and  it  has  an  historic  district 
on  South  Main  Street,  just  south  of  the  former  capital.  There  is  also  a 
Lewis  &  Clark  museum  along  the  banks  of  the  Missouri  River,  with 
replicas  of  three  boats  used  on  the  expedition. 

St.  Charles  is  west  of  St.  Louis  on  1-70,  about  20  minutes  from  the 
airport,  according  to  their  visitor’s  bureau,  and  about  30-45  minutes 
away  from  downtown  St.  Louis.  The  Embassy  Suites  (636-946-5544)  is 
connected  to  the  convention  center  where  the  coin  show  will  be  held 
Next  closest  accommodations  are  at  the  Fairfield  Inn  (800-228-2800), 
and  also  within  range  are  a  Quality-  Inn  (800-301-0200),  Comfort  Suites 
(800-4-CHOICE)  and  a  Best  Western  (800- WESTERN).  Only  the 
Embassy  Suites  provides  a  shuttle  service  to  &  from  the  airport 
Call  the  visitor  s  bureau  to  request  a  free  brochure.  Their  number  is  1-

Ken  Potter  emails.  "On  page  13  of  the  June  2005  issue  of  The  Silver 
Bugle  it  says:  “...in  1965,  silver  was  eliminated  from  all  U  S.  coins 
except  the  half-dollar,  which  had  its  silver  reduced  from  90%  to  40%.  In 
actuality,  nothing  could  be  further  from  the  trust,  as  silver  was  NOT 
eliminated  from  all  denominations  until  1967.  In  fact,  the  mintages  of 
90%  silver  coins  minted  from  1964-66  were  record-shattering.  Most  old- 
timers  knew  at  the  time  (though  they  seemed  to  have  forgotten)  that  what 
occurred  in  1965  was  a  date-freeze  for  silver  alloy  dimes,  quarters  and 
halves.  These  denominations  continued  to  be  struck  for  two  more  years 
beyond  the  date  inscribed  on  them.  You  can  see  more  about  the  subject

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Civil  War  Silver  Hoards

While  doing  research  on  the  history  of  silver  certificates,  and  after 
discovering  that  during  the  Civil  War.  people  hoarded  the  precious  metal 
of  silver,  I  became  a  little  curious  on  the  subject  and  decided  to  do  more 
research  as  well  as  write  an  article! 

What  comes  to  mind  when  you  hear  the  word  hoard?  Merriam- 
Webster’s  definition  of  hoard  is  ‘a  supply  or  fund  stored  up  and  often 
hidden  away.’  We  know  of  and  continue  to  read  about  gold  and  silver 
hoards  found  buried  in  leather  pouches,  clay  vessels,  and  iron  boxes 
buried  centuries  ago  in  out-of-the-way  places.  And,  in  a  sense,  we,  as 
silver  art  bar  collectors,  hoard  silver. 

Many,  if  not  all  of  us,  have  read  about  the  Hunt  brothers’  attempt  at 
hoarding  silver  back  in  the  early  1970s  in  order  to  comer  the  market  on 
silver  Others  have  read  about  silver  hoards  dating  back  to  the  original 
hoard  in  the  1 700s.  Quite  frankly,  there  have  been  numerous  silver 
hoards  through  the  years,  either  in  finds,  or  for  other  means. 

Silver  three-cent  pieces  (Type  1)  were  first  introduced  in  1851  to 
facilitate  the  purchase  of  three-cent  stamps.  The  internal  composition  of 
75%  silver  and  25%  copper  was  designed  to  deter  hoarding  and  melting 
of  the  coin,  as  was  occurring  with  the  other  90%  silver  coins  in 
circulation. 

In  February  1853  an  act  was  passed  that  reduced  the  silver  content  of  all 
silver  coins  other  than  the  dollar.  All  fractional  silver  corns  were 
therefore  subsidiary,  as  they  had  an  actual  silver  value  less  than  the 
nominal  face  value.  This  drove  all  prior  silver  coinage  from  use,  and 
further  hoarding  of  all  silver  during  the  Civil  War  resulted  in  the  virtual 
disappearance  of  silver  coins. 

In  an  attempt  to  save  metals  during  the  Civil  War,  legal  tender  notes 
were  originally  backed  solely  by  faith  in  the  government  rather  than  gold 
or  silver.  In  1 879  the  U  S.  Treasury  began  redeeming  legal  tender  notes 
for  coin.  They  continued  to  be  used  up  to  1966.
